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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 02/02/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Examiner's response: 

2. Applicant's argue with respect to claim 1 that Kato reference does not teach " the size 
along the substrate surface in the lateral direction of each of the light-focusing parts becomes 
gradually larger, as the location of the light-focusing part is getting closer to the peripheral 
camera region from the middle camera region". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As shown 
in the previous Office Action (dated 1 1/02/2004), Kato teaches that micro lenses 3a, 3b, . . .3n+l 
are arranged on the periphery of the screen at intervals shorter than the interval at which the 
micro lenses are disposed on the center of the screen (col. 5 lines 21-25). Kato also teaches that 
there is one-to-one correspondence with the photocells 2 (col. 4 lines 55-58). The Examiner 
notes that the position of the pixels does not change. Therefore as shown in the figure below, as 
the distance between the micro lenses decrease i.e. 

d a > d b > > d n _ x > d n as the location of the micro lenses is getting closer to the 

peripheral region from the middle region, it would be inherent that their size becomes gradually 
larger i.e. W a < W b < < W n _ x < W n < W B+1 in order to shorten the distance between the 

micro lenses. Therefore Kato does teach " the size along the substrate surface in the lateral 
direction of each of the light- focusing parts becomes gradually larger, as the location of the light- 
focusing part is getting closer to the peripheral camera region from the middle camera region".
